OPENING STATEMENT: 


On Wednesday, September 17, 2014, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators Sergeant 
Julien Olivier, Sergeant Richard Martinez, and Lieutenant Todd Weber responded to a 
Command Post at Alondra Boulevard / Wilmington Boulevard, Compton in regards to a 
deputy involved hit shooting 


SYNOPSIS: 


Deputies Deanna Ballesteros and Edgar Solano were driving east on Compton 
Boulevard at Wilmington Avenue. Deputy Solano was driving and Deputy Ballesteros 
was the passenger when they saw two masked men run north across Compton 
Boulevard to Paulsen Avenue. Believing the men just committed a robbery, the 
deputies drove to Paulsen Avenue and turned north to locate the suspects. 


When the deputies reached the east/west alley of Paulsen Avenue, north of Compton 
Boulevard, they saw the suspect east of them in the mouth of the alley. Deputy Solano 
saw the suspect remove a handgun from a holster on his hip, and alerted Deputy 
Ballesteros that the suspect was armed. Both deputies exited their radio car, which was 
approximately ten feet away from the suspect. Deputy Ballesteros saw the suspect 
pointing the gun at her and what she believed to be muzzle flash from the gun. 
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Fearing for her safety, and the safety of her partner, Deputy Ballesteros fired four 
rounds from her duty weapon at the suspect. The suspect was struck by the gunfire 
and collapsed to the ground. 

The second suspect ran away east through the alley, and then south through a vacant 
lot. He escaped the ensuing containment and K-9 search. The suspect was identified, 
and arrested, at a later date. 


Suspect De La Torre sustained a gunshot wound to his abdomen. He was transported 
to Saint Francis Medical Center where he was listed in stable condition. 


Subsequent investigation revealed the suspects committed an armed robbery at a 
nearby computer café, the “Computer Time Business Café.” 


The suspect's weapon, a Smith & Wesson 9mm semiautomatic pistol, loaded with one 
round in the chamber and nine rounds in the magazine, was recovered from the scene. 


IAB NOTE: Witnesses [J anc (MJ said they heard two shots fired, 

Deputy Solano said he heard four shots fired and witnesses said 
they heard between two and four gunshots fired, refer to Exhibit A 
pages 28 and 29. There was also no physical evidence recovered 
at the scene to indicate Suspect Delatorre fired his weapon. 

A fully loaded Rossi .38 caliber revolver, along with clothing items and a holster, were 

recovered from the vacant lot along the second suspect's escape route. Additionally, 

three expended 9mm shell casings, fired by Deputy Ballesteros, were recovered at the 

scene.

INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS: 


At the time of the IAB investigator's arrival, the crime scene had been preserved. IAB 
investigators observed the scene six hours after the shooting. 


IAB Lieutenant Weber checked to see that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Brian 
Gellis took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and witness personnel did not 
discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel 
did not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, IAB 
Lieutenant Weber checked to see if the watch commander attempted to have involved 
and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they provided a 
statement to the assigned investigators.

IAB Note: Ап examination of Deputy Ballesteros’ firearm, following the 
shooting, showed her weapon contained thirteen rounds in the 
magazine and one round in the chamber. Three 9MM casings 
were recovered at the scene. The firearm was tested by Sheriff's 
firearms examiners and found to be functional.

The handling Homicide Investigators were Dave Gunner #8] and Troy Ewing 
Felony charges of Robbery, 211PC, Assault With A Semiautomatic Firearm Upon A 
Peace Officer or Firefighter, 245(d)(2)PC, Assault With a Deadly Weapon, 245(a)(1)PC, 
and Felony Vandalism, 594(a)PC were filed against Suspect Delatorre under case

On November 4, 2015 Suspect Delatorre was sentenced to 15 Years in State Prison for 


the 211PC, 4 Years for the 245(a)(1)PC, 3 Years for the 594(a)PC and 5 Years for the 
245(d)(2)PC. 
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DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office reviewed the shooting of Johnathan Delatorre by Deputy Deanna Ballesteros. In 
their letter of opinion [EXHIBIT A], dated March 25, 2015, Deputy District Attorney 
Kimberly Toney concluded Deputy Ballesteros acted lawfully in self-defense and in the 
defense of others. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The shooting occurred during evening hours. The weather was clear and warm, and 
there were several streetlights illuminating the shooting scene. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Homicide investigators interviewed the involved/witness personnel on the date of this 
incident. A summary of their interviews may be found on pages 58 thru 61 in Exhibit A. 
The verbatim transcripts of their interviews are enclosed in this case. 


Deanna Ballesteros, Deputy, "MEME. was interviewed on June 23, 2015, at 1258 
hours, by Sergeants Richard Martinez and Dan Peacock, at the Internal Affairs Bureau. 
Deputy Ballesteros was represented by Amanda Waters of Green and Shinee. The 
interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. Following is a summary of the 
interview. 


Deputy Ballesteros said she was in the passenger seat and Deputy Solano was driving 
their patrol car. They were driving eastbound on Compton Boulevard from Wilmington 
Avenue, when Deputy Solano asked her if she saw “that.” She looked up and saw two 
people running across Compton Boulevard toward the north curb. She saw they were 
wearing all black. The two people continued running and turned onto Paulsen Avenue, 
as they (Deputies Ballesteros and Solano) attempted to catch up to them. She could 
see they were wearing ski masks, as they continued to run. 


The two suspects turned into the east/west alley that runs east of Paulsen Avenue and 
north of Compton Boulevard, and continued running eastbound. One of the suspects 
was in front of the other, as they ran. Deputy Solano stopped the radio car in the mouth 
of the alley, and said, "Gun. Gun." Deputy Ballesteros saw Deputy Solano open his 
door and drop his body toward the ground. As she opened her door, she saw the 
suspect (later identified as Suspect Delatorre), who was closest to them, turn toward 
them. As the suspect turned, she saw he was pointing а gun at her. She said Suspect 
Delatorre was 10-15 fifteen feet away from her at this time, and as she pulled her gun 
out, she saw a flash of light coming from the suspect's gun. 
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Deputy Ballesteros said she fired 4-6 times at the suspect, as she stood in the apex of 
the patrol car's door. She said she did not have time to pick up her front sight, and shot 
one-handed. Deputy Ballesteros said she fired at Suspect Delatorre, because she 
thought he shot Deputy Solano and he was going to kill them. 


Investigators asked Deputy Ballesteros why she only fired four to six times. She said 
Suspect Delatorre went down, and she stopped the threat. Deputy Ballesteros said she 
saw numerous items fall, including the gun, as Suspect Delatorre fell to the ground. 


Deputy Ballesteros said she did not remember what the backdrop behind Suspect 
Delatorre was, at the time of the shooting. 


IAB NOTE: During her interview, Deputy Ballesteros was shown pictures of the 
shooting scene to aid her in pointing out the deputies/suspects 
positions during the incident. The pictures are included as Exhibit 
B.

Deputy Solano said he and Deputy Ballesteros were driving eastbound on Compton 
Boulevard entering the intersection at Wilmington Avenue, when he saw two men, 
wearing all black, running across Compton Boulevard. He was wondering if a crime 
occurred as he accelerated the vehicle in order to catch up to them. The men ran 
northbound on Paulsen Avenue and he followed them. Due to the lighting provided by 
the streetlights, Deputy Solano was able to see the men were wearing ski masks, and 
he told Deputy Ballesteros the men were 211 suspects. 


IAB NOTE: 211 is in reference to 211 of the Penal Code, and is defined as а 
Robbery. 


Deputy Solano was starting to turn his vehicle into the east/west alley when he saw one 
of the men (later identified as Suspect Delatorre) appear to be struggling to remove 
something from the right side of his waistband, as he (Suspect Delatorre) turned to face 
them. Suspect Delatorre finished his turn, and pointed a gun at them. Deputy Solano 
estimated the suspect to be 5-10 feet away from him at this time. Deputy Solano said, 
"Gun. Gun. Gun,” as he exited the vehicle and ran toward the rear of the patrol car. As 
he did this, he heard several gunshots. He was low to the ground in an effort to make 
himself a smaller target. 
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Deputy Solano saw Suspect Delatorre fall to the ground, as he (Deputy Solano) stood at 
the trunk of his vehicle. He saw Deputy Ballesteros, who was continuously asking him if 
she was shot, and he also saw the second suspect running southbound through the 
alley/businesses toward Compton Boulevard. He then started broadcasting over the 
radio, about the shooting and second suspect. Assisting units arrived, and they took 
Suspect Delatorre into custody. The radio transmission is included on a CD in Exhibit 
A. 


IAB Investigators asked Deputy Solano if his weapon was out, and if he considered 
firing at the suspect. Deputy Solano said his weapon was drawn, as he exited the 
vehicle; however, the immediate threat to him was gone. He also said Deputy 
Ballesteros was between him and Suspect Delatorre. 


IAB NOTE: During his interview, Deputy Solano was shown pictures of the area 
of the shooting scene, to aid him in pointing out positions of the 
deputies/suspects during the incident. Those pictures are included 
as Exhibit B. 


CIVILIAN: 


The civilian witnesses were interviewed on the date of the incident by Homicide 
Investigators David Gunner 8 ana Troy Ewing «ЖЖ. Also present during the 
interviews were Senior Investigator Mike Moursalian, Deputy District Attorney Kimberly 
Toney, of the Justice System Integrity Division, along with Sergeants Richard Martinez 
and Julien Olivier, of the Internal Affairs Bureau. For Homicide Bureau's summaries of 
the interviews, refer to Exhibit A, pages 56-58. 


Witness | xx said she was in the alley smoking "Crack" when she saw a green vehicle 
stop in the alley. Two males exited the vehicle and made their way toward the liquor 
store on Compton Boulevard, as other people sat inside of the vehicle waiting. 
Approximately fifteen minutes later, she saw the same two males who exited the green 
vehicle, running in the alley holding something in their hands. 


IAB NOTE: “Crack” is slang for rock cocaine. 
Witness [J went on to say, as the males were running in the alley, she saw “the 
woman” jump out of the police car and say, “Put your gun down. Hold. Stop.” She then 


heard two shots and one of the males saying he was shot in the leg. Witness 
said the green vehicle sped down the alley during the shooting. 
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Witness {J said he heard a car and two gunshots. He went on to say he has 
cataracts and could not see. He was very uncooperative during the interview. 


SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Delatorre was interviewed by Homicide Investigators David Gunner 8 
and Troy Ewing #4. For a summary of their interview, refer to Exhibit A, pages 
63 and 64, and the verbatim transcript of that interview. 


Suspect Delatorre said he and another male “did a robbery.” He had his Smith & 
Wesson 9mm that he uses for security work, with him at the time. After they committed 
the robbery, they were running away when he heard a voice telling him to stop. He 
turned around after pulling his gun out of his holster. He said the gun was in his hands 
because he was going to put it on the floor. 
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
